A whisker-pulling match was narrow- 
ly averted in the lobby of the Olympic 
Theater when the delegates of the Na- 
tional People’s Party Convention defeat- 
ed a resolution in the interest of Wil- 
iam J. Bryan and proceeded to nomi- 
fate Thomas E. Watson of Georgia for 
President, with Judge Samuel W. Wil- 
fiams of Indiana as his running mate. 

“This is gag rule, not Populism,” de- 
glared Gen. Thomas H. Tibbles of Lin- 
foln, as he arose from his seat and, ac- 
eompanied by all the other members of 
the Nebraska delegation except one, 
gtarted from the hall. 

Gen. Tibbles was joined by Capt. 
Thomas J. Meighen of St. Paul, who 
held the proxy of the 50 Minnesota 
delegates entitled to sit in the conven- 
tion. 

“Back Againt Never!” 

Chairman Ferris of the National 
Committee tried to dissuade the bolters. 
He was brushed aside. 

“Ask us to go back there again; “nev- 
er!’’ exclaimed Gen. Tibbles. 

“It was Hearst money that brought 
gpome of these delegates here to fight 
William Jennings Bryan.”’ 

“Hold on a minute,’’ shouted Mr.. 
Ferris. “‘You have no right to make 
such accusations. We are all Pops and 
I don't believe there is a man among us 
who don’t believe in the Golden Rule..

St. Louis Jobbing House Re- 
fuses to Tell Where: It 
Got Goods. 





HAS FTO BUY SECRETLY 





Houses Which Supply Stern & 
{soldberg Dare Not 
Sign Names. 





An illustration of how a great plumb- 
‘ng eombine fights its competitors is 
found in a recent attempt to use the 
Police Department to compel an inde- 
pendent jobbing house to show where it 
bought its goods. The plumbing trust is 
said to be one of the most complete 
monopolies in the United States, and will 
sell goods to members of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association only. 

The firm of Stern & Goldberg@ of 1630 














Chestnut street, after years of effort, 
has been able by secret means to buy a 
complete line of plumbing goods. 

Recently a-_representative of § the 
plumbing trust complained to the Police 
Department that a number of boilers 
had been stolen, and requested that 
Stern & Goldberg be compelled to show 
where they got their goods. Detectives 
went tg the office of the firm, and de- 
manded to see the books. This was re- 
fused, but J. Stern, a member of the 
firm, went to headquarters and ex- 
plained the situation to Chief Smith. 

Trying to Fina Makers. 

“The plumbing trust has been waging 
war on us for several years,’’ said Mr. 
Stern. “It has tried in vain, through its 
agents, to find out where we buy our 
goods. 

“Tt was not successful, and then it 
tried to use the Police Department to 
uccomplish its purpose. I refused to 
show the books to Chief Smith, but I 
told him how the trust was making war 
on us, and offered to take him to the 
freight yards and let him see a carload 
of boilers, similar to the ones the trust 
said had been stolen. 


“We had bought these goods and had. 


them shipped to us, but we would not 
tell Chief Smith or anybody else where 
we bought them. The trust simply 
wanted to get this information to ham- 
per us. 

“If the trust thinks we have stolen 
any of its goods, all it has to do is to 
swear out a@ Waerrant against us and 
prove that we have done so. We are not 
fighting the trust and are perfectly will- 
ing to let\it alone, so long as it keeps 
its handé off, but if it goes around 
looking for a fight, we are ready with 
information that the prosecuting au- 
thorities might like to have. 

Letters Are Unsigned. 

“The trust watches us so sharply that 
we have to use secret methods in get- 
ting all of our goods. Our goods are 
shipped from Stern & Goldberg to Stern 
& Goldberg. All our mail is addressed 
to us in plain envelopes, and the houses 
with which we do business dare not 
sign their names to any letters. 

“All the letters come to us unsigned, 
without any mark to show who wrote 
them. 'We simply have to guess at the 
writer, and sometimes we make mis- 


takes. Usually we know from the con- 
tents of the letter who wrote it. 
‘We have to pay cash in advance for 


all of our goods, so that there is no 
bill rendered. There is no label of 
any kind on any goods we sell, tc ghow 
where or by whom it was ma sufac- 
tured. 

Trade tn Trust’s Hands, 

“The master plumbers will not allow 
the manufacturers and jobbers to sell to 
anybody but members of their organiza- 
tion. But many of the master plumbers, 
to save a-few dollars on their purchase, 
are very willing to buy goods from us. 

“The plumbing trade is so thoroughly 
in the hands of the trust that it is very 
hard for an independent house.to get 
goods to supply its trade."’

Shops, Formerly Very Dirty, 
Now as Clean as a 
New Pin.

Owing to the publicity given to dirty 


bakeries in the downtown section of the 
city asmarvelous change has taken place 
in the conduct and the cleanliness of 
those places. The bakeries which were 
conducted in a dirty manner in Febru- 
ary are now, in a number of instances, 
as clean as the most fastidious could 
ask. . ' 
“I. have been trying to clean up the 
bakeries for a long time,” said State 
Factory Inspector Sikes, ‘and the laws 
were against me. I\, battled with the 
bakeries, threatening them with punish- 
ment, but when I tried to get warrants 
against them I was balked by the con- 
fusion of the laws and the reluctance 
of the warrant officers to aid@ me in 
getting service against the violators of 
the law. They are still violating the 
law, and wiil do so until a measure is 
passed by the Municipal Assembly that 


‘| will make it possible to make them re- 


gard decency in the conduct of their 
places and produce bread in a cleanly 
and sanitary manner.’’ 


Conditions Improved. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter examined the 


bakeries which had been reported as in 
a filthy condition, in company with H. 
B. Hubbell and R. M. Baker, deputy fac- 
tory inspectors, who had been with him 
on a former inspection, the report of 
which was startling in its exposition 
of the conditions. 

The bakeries along Second street, con- 
ducted by the Macedonians, almost with- 
out exception had been cleaned, the 
hints in the Post-Dispatch stories hav- 
ing had their effect. 

Peter Lazaro, 217 South Second street, 
in whose place a cat was found sleeping 
among the warm loaves, and who con- 
ducted a rooming house in the rear of 
the bread-making room, has cleaned up 
his place, removed the cots and buflt 
a partition across the part of the room 
in which he conducted his household 
operations. Also he has banished the 
cats, thrown away the junk which Iit- 
tered the place and whitewashed his 
walls and cleaned his floors. Lazaro’s 
bakery was one of the worst on Second 
street.

In the Second street district most of 
the bakeries have “‘taken the hint’ and 
have cleaned up. .In the Ghetto dis- 
trict they have not been so observant, 
and during the recent inspection by 
Deputy Inspectors Hubbell and Baker a 
number of warrants were asked for. 

Schwartz Transforms His Place. 

Simon Schwartz, a baker at 723 O'Fal- 
lon street, whose floor was found in- 
crusted with dough and dirt, has trans- 
formed his place. He has separated his 
shop from his flour: room with a parti- 
tion, and his shop is now one of the 
model ones in the district. When the 
inspectors revisited it the floor was as 
clean as the table of a Dutch’ house- 
wife, and his utensils were spotless. 

Mr. Schwartz said that he had been 
careless, but that the Post-Dispatch 
had waked him up, and that when his 
heighbors began to call his attention to 
the fact that the publicity had aroused 
interest in the condition of his plare he 
resolved that it was good business to 
keep clean, 

Dave Siegel of 814 Biddle street, in 
whose place a consumptive negro was 
found doing duty; and where the condi- 
tions were found filthy, has cleaned up 
thoroughly, and the inspectors .passed 
him as having a clean bakery. 

Other Reformations. . 

P. Mosberg of 1130 North Eighth 
street, against whom a complaint was 
made for permitting a dog to sleep on 
his flour sacks and for other offenses. 
assureu the inspectors that he had not 
only cleaned up, but that he had ma-.e 
such changes in his eo that it could 
be kept clean and would be properly 
regulated in the future. 

There are other instances where an 
effort has been made to comply with the 
law, but there are otherd in which the 
old carelessness prevails, and warrants 
will be sworn out in the endeavor to 
make the owners of bakeries comply 
with the law.

SHALL JOHNSON HAVE A HEARING? 

Gov. Johnson's passivity as a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential ‘nomination tavors the 
movement to send instructed delegations to Den- 
ver, for, with no active opposition, habit is likely 
to assert itself and lead to the renomination of 
Mr. Bryan as a matter of course. ; 

In another view, however, Gov. Johnson’s po- 
sition might be expected to encourage delibera- 
tion in many places, and deliberation is not likely 
to be foliowed by binding instructions. Demo- 
cratic delegations are instructed en masse, and 
they must vote as a unit. No better arrangemcat 
could be devised to stifle minorities, prevent dis- 
cussion ad guarantee the rule of the machine. 

After long defeat a political party should be in 
a mood for reflection and counsel. It has ofien 
happened in suck. cases that the leadership of men 
of great popularity was not deemed expcdient. 
Mr. Bryan himself was the product of just such 
conditions. If the convention of 1896 had been 
mude up of instructed delegations he would not 
have been the candidate, for he was not w dely 
known prior to that time. 

The logical leader of a free silver movement in 
1896 was either Mr. Bland or Mr. Teller, the one 
« Democrat and the other a bolting Republican. 
Both had. hopes of the nomination, but reflec- 
tion, excitement, passion or oratory gave the hon- 
or to.the young Nebraskan. of 

For 12 years since that nomination was gaine? 
Mr. Bryan has been as indisputably leader of the 
Democratic party as Mr. Cleveland was during the 
i2 years preceding. When he insists upon in- 
structed delegations as a matter of principle, 
therefore, if is obvious that he means delegations 
instructed for himself, thus precluding discus- 
sion and safeguarding his ascendancy agains: uny 
“uch surprises as that which carried him to the 
front at Chicago. 

If he ean bring this about by means of hiis 
extraordinary popularity and the strong hold 
that he and his friends have upon the machinery 
of the party, it must be regarded as a perfectly 
legilimaie use of political power, and yet a great 
deal is to be said against its wisdom from the 
standpoint of the party itself. 

In Gov. Johnson the Democrats have a man 
less showy in some respects than Mr. Bryan, but 
of equal ability and of the same high character. 
Politicatly he is soundly Democratic. In the mat- 
ter of availability he has claims which ought 
not to be ignored. 
Mr. Gryan’s superior. He has been Governor otf 
a great state and he has made a record whicn 
political friends and foes agree in praising. As 2 
vote getter his success has been phenomenal, 
whereas Mr. Bryan has been a failure. 

Reflection and argument at Denver cannot mili- 
tate against Gov. Johnson, though they may 
prove disastrous to Mr. Bryan. With this fact 
in mind it is evident that the commands now go- 
ing forth from Lincoln, Neb., are intended to pre- 
vent disci:ssion and to settle the action of the 
convention in advance of its organization. 

Under the circumstances this cannot be looked 
upon as wise policy. Whether the nomination 
shalk zo to Mr. Bryan or to Mr. Johnson, it shui: 
follow serious deliberation. It would be worth 
more to Mr. Bryan himself coming in that way 
than if it were to follow a cut and dried program 
in which a majority of the delegates acted merely 
as automatons.

Yet these are all true, and are duly set down in black and white in the 
latest book by Charles F. Holder, our foremost authority upon game fish of ‘the 
sea. These chapters upon Catalina and its wonderful fish and fishing have ap- 
peared from time to time in the magazines, but are here collected by the Out- 
ing Company in @ manner to make them available for the sportsman’s library. 
They are illustrated with photographs.

HE galop is the simplest dance, 
T both as to motion and accent. 

That’s why it is well for the par- 
ents to begin teaching their children 
this dance as soon as the dancing steps 
Cescribed in the first lesson have been 
learned. 

The galop is in two-four time, and a 
a beginner should commence with two 
sliding steps, two to the left and two 
to the right. Naturally. efter the first 
slide, a change occurs, in which for a 
1nMoment the weight is placed on the 
other foot before the next slide, so that 
the dance will consist of slide on the 
accent of the music, a quick change 
and second slide to each bar. The 
slides are made at the side or changed 
t» forward slides following a straight 
line; again two with the left foot and 
two with the right as far as space will 
sllow, coming backward upon the same 
line, two slides with alternate feet. 

The slide is the same motion as toe 
pointing, except that the toes slide over 
the ground instead of being lifted. 

It will be quickly seen whether chil- 
dren's ear for rhythm and music is 
good. And the more deficient they are 
in this the more must the music be ac- 
cented, the first beat being given a de- 
cided bank until the child has caught 
the rhythm. The music selected for the 
child beginners should be of the sim- 
plest description. Something that can 
eusily be remembered and in which the 
cecents or beats are very much em- 
phasized. The old-fashioned galops, 
waltzes, polkas, etc., are better for this 
reason than some of the more modern 
music in which the real melody and 
ruythm are hidden or obscured. 














While the steps are being learned the 
toeacher must be quite as careful to 
watch out for incorrect positions of the 
body, which should always be held as 
was described in the first article. 

As the polka is coming back into fa- 
vor again and is easily learned, it is 
described here, and usually gives chil- 
dren more pleasure than the waltz. 
Here we are introduced to two other 
motions besides the slide and _ the 
change—namely, the leap and the hop.. 
The hop is made. by springing from and 
alighting upon the same foot, the posi- 
tion of the other foot having no con- 
nection with the motion. The leap re- 
quires a start with the left foot in the 
second position, bend the right knee 
and leap to the left ten inches. The 
polka is made by a slide on the first 
beat, a change on the second, a leap 
on the third and a hop on the last part 
of the third beat, this being executed 
first with the left foot and alternating 
feet with each bar. 

It is very difficult to describe either 
the polka or the waltz in writing, and 
particularly the polka would lead one 
to believe that dancing is a series of 
extraordinary gyrations. 

However, as almost everyone is fa- 
miliar with the polka step, even an in- 
adequate description will suffice. 

The waltz motions might be described 
in this way for a beginning: 

First motion—Raise right foot in 
fourth position and glide forward, say, 
eight inches. 

Second Motion—Place left foot in sec- 
ond position and glide to the side 12 
inches, not forgetting to transfer the 
Weight of the body to the left foot, 
leaving the right in second position. 

Third Motion—Change from right to 
left; slight spring at the same time, 
raise left foot in fourth position be- 
hind. 

Fourth Motion—Leap backward upon 
left, say & inches. 

Fifth Motion—Extend right to second 
position and slide, say 12 Inches, not 
forgetting to transfer the weight onto 
the right foot. 

Sixth Motion—Change to the left foot; 
at the same time raise the right in 
front, ready to begin the same series 
of motions over again. These six mo- 
tions require two bars of music, each 
bar of waltz music consisting of three 
beats. 


Before every dancing lesson ts begun 
the five fundamental positions should be 
practiced, and after the children are

In 
spite of the advantage of the Dark

Over Historic Course. 
The sixty-fifth boat race between 
crews was over the same course on 
the Thames—from Putney to Mort- 
lake—where it has been rowed for 
more than 60 years. 
The contest brought out the custo- 
mary crowds of enthusiasts, and long 
before the race started the banks of the 
iver. from start to finish, were lined 
y the people. They also massed 
hemselves on the bridges spanning the 
hames and on the roofs of buildings 
that accorded a view of the river. 
All sorts of river craft, houseSoats, 
launches and rowboats of every descrip- 
tion were moored along the sides of the 
stream. 
The day opened dark and cold and 
there was a threat of rain in the air. 
A northwest wind ruffied the water and 
made the course difficult. 


, Crowd There Early. 
Although the race was not scheduled 


to start until 3:30 o'clock, persons be- 
gan gathering from all directions as 
soon as it was daylight. They came 
by bout, by train, by trolley car and 
on foot and took up their positions at 
points of vantage. 
Cambridge was a strong favorite in 
the betting, which was 4 and 3 to 1 in 
her favor.

As the season progressed Oxford 
made an unexpectedly good showing and 
her chances were apparently brighter 
than in the beginning. 

Each crew was stroked by a veteran, 
and each had two other old men besides 
the coxswain. 

The Cambridge style, ‘as shown in 
training, gave them extraordinary pace 
for a short distance, while that of Ox- 
ford seemed to produce more lift on 
the boat and more pace in the long 


run. 
Oxford had won 33 and aan aie 
28 of the annual contests held if the 
past, one being a dead heat. In the 
past ten years Cambridge has won 
seven times.

She had met Kraemer 
by appointment, and that after a week 
she missed her money and diamonds.

™0 estate in Germany, that Kraemer 
was her cousin, and that he was to ac- 
company her to New York on her way 
to Germany. Her new version gave 
the amount she had lost as $401 and 
$1000 of cewelry.
